Liberties Union 

Hits Communists; 

For violently breaking up the re- 
cent SaccniVansetti protect meeting 
jn Union Square. New York City, be- 
cause they were not invited to parti- 
cipate, the Communists have brought 
down upon themselves wholesale con- 
demnation from the Civil Liberties 
Union, the Saceo-Vantetti Liberation 
fommittee. the Socialist Party of 
New York and a large number of la- 
t'-r organisations. 

After 10,000 workers had leathered 
and the meeting; was proceeding: in 
an orderly manner, Ben Cold, deposed 
leader of the furrier Communists, 
[fading about 1,000 communist work- 
ers, attempted to force his way to the 
platforms and speak. Rioting; re- 
nted and the meeting was dispel 
»ed by the police. 

A statement issued by the Civil 
Liberties Union reiterates the prin- 
ce!* that a group of workers has a 
r.ght to choose its own speakers and 
conduct a meeting as it elects to do, 
and that an attempt of an ouside 
trroup to forceably participate in a 
mating; of another group is a 
violation of civil liberties. 

August Claessena, New York C*ty 
Socialist .Secretary, states that since 
the Union Square trouble the Com- 
munists have attempted to break up 
several Socialist meetings.. 

French Communists 
Smash Labor Meetings 

PARIS— Communist bands armed 
with clubs and Stilletos broke up a 
meeting in Marseilles of practically 
all the left elements in commemora- 
tion of Matteotti, according to La 
Liberta, Anti-Faacist Paris- publica- 
tion. Pietro NennJ, ex-editor of the 
former Italian Socialiat paper, was 
wounded while attempting to apeak. 
O.her meetings hsve been aimilarly 
broken up in other parta of France 
by the Communists, including a Sac- 
«o-V'anzetti demonstration by organ- 
ized Anarchist groups. All parties of 
the left in Marseilles are organising 
to protect the right of free speech 
against the Communists.

Chicago Disturbers 

CHICAGO-— At a syndicalist meet- 
ing at Metdasis' hall here, a band of 
Communists tried tajnonopolire the 
time in criticising the speaker there- 
by creating a fight which resulted in 
their forceable expulsion from the 
hall. The Speaker, A. Borghl, spoke 
on the subject. "What I Saw in Rus- 
sia." The speech was generally fa- 
vorable to Soviet Russia, but con- 
tained criticisms of present condi- 
tions in Russia. In the discussion that 
followed the speech. Communist 
speakers took exceptions to these 
criticisms and monopolised the floor 
for 40 minutes to the exclusion of 
others. This led to protests and a

It is hinted, says the Minnesota; 
Vnion Advocate, that the scheme of: 
the promoters m to get immigraatai 
with low standards of living to come- 
to the Northwest and buy these land-*! 
at high prices aad work the rest of: 
their live* for land speculators. To' 
per nit the entraeee of these peasants! 
it is proposed to arge changes ia thej 
immigration law. 

Millions of acres of land were! 
bought at high prices during the war, 
and were mortgaged at the then mar- j 
ket price. When the farmers were! 
deflated, and mortgages came due. 1 
the farmers figured it would be ; 
cheaper to relinquish their equity iht 
the land thsn to pay off the mort-J 
gage. In a majority of cases it was; 
impossible for them to redeem the 
land, as the low prices they were 
getting for farm products and the 
high prices they paid for manufac-j 
tured articles left them no surplus. 

The farmers have been drifting to 
the cities, where they are competing 
with industrial workers .while the. 
bankers are in possession of an enor-j 
mous amount of unoccupied land that j 
is steadily declining in price and is j 
wiping out the value of the security i 
held for money lent. j 

With no intercut coming in, and at 
constantly lowering of farm land 
values, says the Minnesota Union I 
Advocate, the bankers are figuring! 
how they can unload on European 
peasants. 



BOSTON —Defense Attorney Wil- 
liam G. Thompson has failed in his 
efforts to have Governor Fuller's ad- 
visory commission open its sessions 
to the public. Feverishly the gov- 
ernor and his advisors, separately are 
interviewing the streams of witnesses 
for and against the men, the jurors. 
Judge Webster Thayer, and former 
prosecutor Frederick G. Katztuann. 

No one who has gone before Fuller 
or the commissioner* will comment 
publicly, but some of the defense wit- 
nesses have complained of. the hostil- 
ity with which they were met.

President A. Lawrence Lqwell of 
Harvard is considered the most open- 
minded of the three advisors. But 
behind him are some of the country's 
wealthiest and* most conservative 
men — overseers of the university.

Ordinarily, resignation of any am- 
bassador is not announced until his: 
successor has been selected and leav-, 
ing of such a diplomatic po*>t in the J 
bands of a charge d'affaires for an ' 
Indefinite •period — aa Mr. Coolidge, 
has announced he will do— -has aro«*ed 
comment anion* tho**e here who have! 
followed the Mexican situation cloae- , 
If. . I 

Furthermore, the decision was 
takea as notice that there would be 
no weakening in the stern resist- i 
ance of the administration to Mex- j 
ico'a constitution authorizing con- { 
fiscation of "American property there.* 

Developments in the situation are* 
expected within a short time. There^ 
are now pending in Mexico courts ' 
protest suits of American oil com- 
panies againat interpretation of the 
Mexican* constitution which would ; 
permit that nation to recover oil and I 
other lands owned or leased before; 
the confiscatory provision was adopt- j 
ed. Decision is expected shortly. I 

While Mr Coolidge has announced- 
he has assurances from the Mexican 
ambassador personally that no fur- ; 
ther confiscatory proceedings will, be 
undertaken at this time, there is a , 
general feeling around the summer \ 
white house that the court decision | 
may cause definite action upon one. 
side or the other. 



Danish Socialist 
Disarm Bill Killed 



COPENHAGEN— The Dissrmsment 
Bill introduce! by the late Socialist 
Government has been thrown out by 
the Scnnte. The coalition of the lib- 
eral Left and the Conservative* fur- 
nished thirty-nine votes against the 
bill, while Socialists and Radicals to- 
gether produced twenty-four votes in 
its support 

The bill had been passed by the 
chamber in March of Inst year. It 
provided for a reduction of nav»l and 
military expenditure from sixty mil- 
lion to 17.5 million. Fortifications 
were to be removed, military service 
abolished and the army converted in- 
to a police forco and a kind of fron- 
tier corps. 



Says the current issue of Inter- 
national Information, news bulletin 
of the Labor and Socialist Interna- 
tional: 

The news reaching us directly 
from Italy, and the official figure* 
themselves confirms us in the bejief 
that indeed the Italian Economic 
Crisis is growing more serious day 
by day. 

At the end of March unemploy- 
ment was standing at a '"level un- 
known throughout the whole post- 
war period (allowing for a slight im- 
provement relatively to February in 
consequence of the beginning of work 
on the land). There were 22T>47 un- 
employed and rtlJUW workers oc- 
cupied only two or three days a week. 
It is netsdless to say that the arrest 
in production shown by the unem- 
ployment is at the* same time prnduc 
irig a fall in the aggregate of na- 
tional savings. In the first quarter 
of this year this decrease has already 
reached the figure of 8.000.000 lire 
reckoning the falL carefully con- 
ceiled, of the deposits in the great 
banks. 

^Bankruptcies, which in March were 
894. numbered in April 842. And it 
is the banks which are crashing. The 
fascist press has been forbidden to 
refer, among other things, to the fail- 
ure of the Goldt*chmidt Bank of Milan, 
whose liabilities appear to exceed 
400 million lire. 

The outlook cannot be viewed with 
optimism. The fall in export trade, 
by comparison with last year, has 
gone on both in February and in 
March. And as regards import trade, 
decline may be specially noticed in 
the flow pf the commodities most 
vital to industry, such as cotton, 
iron and machinery. 

Agricultural exports are less af- 
fected. Bui meanwhile* the result of 
the "great" wheat campaign is that 
in the first quarter of this year there 
have been imported nearly 800.000 
tons of wheat, as compared with 
500.000, in round numbers, for the 
same qrarter of last year. This 
year's wheat harvest promises very 
unfavorably in consequence of the 
drought and of a new parasitic di- 
seaae of wheat which ia forcing the 
farmers to reap it before it is ripe. 

To sura up everything in a stngle 
figure, it is enough to note that the 
bonds of the last "Littoria." issued at 
87,50 are only in fact negotiated be- 
tween a maximum of 70 and a mini- 
mum of 60. 

Such a situation can only grow 
worse ao long as fascism remains 
master, for the regime is fundament- 
ally incapable of applying remedies 
to it. Economic phenomena cannot 
be righted by main force, whether by 
the cudgel, by castor-oil, or even by

I hate no country to fight for; 
my country is the earth; and I am 
a cititen of the world. 

I would not fiolate my principles 
for find, much less for a crazy kai«er. 
a savage rear, a degenerate king, or 
a gang of pot-bellied parasites. 

But while I have not a drop of 
blood to shed for the aap reas o r s ""of 
the working cla** af*i ire rubbers of 
the poor, the thieves and looters, the 
brigands and murderers whose de- 
bauched misrule is the crime of the 
age*. I have a 'heart-full to shed for 
their victims when it shall be need- 
ed in the war for their liberation. 

I am not a capitalist «oldier; I am 
a proletarian revolutionist. I do not 
'belong ;to the regular, army , of the 
plutocracy, but to the irregular army 
of the people. I refuse to obey any 
command to fight from the ruling 
clasM. but I will not wait to be com- 
manded to fight for the working 
class. 

I am opposed to every war hut one: 
f am for that war with heart and 
soul, and that is the world-wide 
war of the social revolution. In that 
war I am prepared to fight in any 
way the ruling cla«* may make neces- 
sary, even to the barricades.

The theory of "neutral" members 
of labor boards appointed by the 
President upon which the Watson- 
Parker arbitration law is based, has 
received another serious blow. 

Calvin Coolidge's personnel classi- 
fication board, which adjust* wa^es 
and conditions of government work- 
ers, talks like an open shopper. Curtly 
refusing the appeal of the women's 
union of the bureau of printing and 
engraving for equal pay with men 
for equal work. ihe. board declares 
it will deal "directly with j;ha em- 
ployes," and not with "outsiders." 
The women have been organized for 
years in Local 105 of tha National 
Federation of Federal Employe*.

Ready for Next 
War or Strike! 



WARSAW, Poland. -Marshal Pil- 
sud.«ki today staged the second coup 
d'etat of his career when his soldiers, 
entenng the Polish senate, ordered 
its dissolution. Marshall PiUudski 
thus again resumes absolute dictator- 
ship after trying democracy for ten 
months. 

Marshal PiUudski. after he seized 
power in the May revolution of last 
year, demanded that the sejin (diet) 
and senate pass laws he deemed neces- 
sary without discussing them. Parlia- 
ment refused and the scjm adopted 
a law enabling it to decide its own 
dissolution. The law* came up in the 
senate today. 

When the chairman announced this 
afternoon that the law had been 
adopted by the senate, the soldiers 
marched in and the minister of the 
interior stepped to the rostrum and 
read the dissolution decree. He said 
Marshal Pilsudski would use armed 
fores if the aeuaU refused to disband. 



New York. July 10 — A new air 
fighter equipped with - turrets and

The new bomber is a Curtis bi- 
plane, equipped with two 600 horse- 
power Curtis motors. 

The fighting equipment consists of 
six machine guns, situated in four 
armored turrets. In the forward tur- 
ret are two. A similar turret in the 
after part of the fuselage carries two 
more. The other two turrets, situated 
outboard on the wing behind the mo- 
tors on either side, arc armed each 
with a machine gun. 
The plane, w hich is known as a Con- 
dor, has provisions for 2,400 pounds 
of high explosive bombs. It will be 
manned by a crew of six men. 

The plane is designed to have a 
cruising radius of 700 miles at a 
speed of 105 miles an hour. The 
bomber will be equipped with radio 
and photographic apparatus.

On Monday a convention of Social- 
ist and Labor delegates essembled in 
Vienna and took final action ending 
the i»trike. It was not easy to per- 
nuade a majority to call off the 
strike. It was only when the leaders 
like Otto Bauer, Frederich Adler and 
Mayor Scit. of Vienna were able to 
convince the trade union leaders that 
Austria would undotrhtedly be invaded 
by Italian and Hungarian armies, did 
they consent to issue to the order 
ending the general strike. 

Mussolini Ready to Strike 
Mussolini's ultimatum had already 
been presented to thc Austrian gov- 
ernment. It was to the effect that 
unless Italian through trains to Ger- 
many were permitted to go on their 
regular way, despite the general 
strike, they would be loaded with 
military forces and would force their 
way through Austria. This would 
undoubtedly have meant the siezure 
of Austria by the Italian Fascisms, 
and the threat was undoubtedly made 
by Mussolini in behalf of Austria's re- 
actionary government for the purpose 
of defeating the strike. 

In addition the Hungarian Fascist 
government had protected to Au»trta 
that Mayor Seit. Socialist republican 
guards In Vienna numbering 2,000 
must be disbanded immediately, be- 
cause it. formation violated the St. 
Germain peace treaty, which limits 
the military police. This danger was 
so real that Austrian troops were 
dispatched at once, to the Hungarian 
border.
